The Hemsley sisters, famed for their < courgetti’, 
on wellbeing, home comforts and eating out

L oved by the food, fitness and 

fashion industries, sisters Jasmine 
and Melissa Hemsley, have taken 
the wellness industry by storm 
since launching Hemsley + Hemsley in 
2010. Their best-selling debut cookbook, 
The Art of Eating Well , champions 
nourishing, home-cooked food. The 
sisters are currently holed up in their 
Stockwell kitchen working on their 
second book, Good + Simple , due for 
release in March 2016. Jasmine lives in 
Elephant and Castle, while Melissa lives 
in Brixton, so Living South Resident 
quizzed the glowing duo on spiralizing, 
wellbeing and south London. 


Have you always eaten well, or did you 
one day just think, ‘I need more veg!’? 
Jasmine: I’d been working as a model 
since I was 19 and became fascinated 
by the many different ideas surrounding 
health and nutrition, so I began to 
develop and grow the Hemsley + 
Hemsley way of eating through research 
and self-practice. Mel, who worked as 
a footwear brand manager and later in 
marketing for gastropubs, caught the 
cooking bug and helped spread the word. 

Are you allowed a ‘dirty food’ day? 
Melissa: We always get asked this but 
honestly, with our reworked comfort 


foods we never feel like we’re missing 
out. We don’t deprive ourselves of 
sweets and desserts because we’ve 
found a way to make them better for 
us. If we’re eating out then we choose 
somewhere with a real food ethos, but if 
we can’t pick then we don’t stress. We 
have an 80/20 guideline for eating well - 
the human body is amazing and if you 
feed it the good stuff 80% of the time it 
can cope a lot better with the bad. 

J: Some of our favourite reinvented 
classics include buckwheat burritos, 
pizza bases made from cauliflower or 
chickpea and our own version of fried 
chicken - Pablo’s chicken - free from 
breadcrumbs and vegetable oil but still 
crunchy, crispy and delectable. 


What are your favourite places to eat 
out in south London? 

M: We love the Canton Arms on South 
Lambeth Road, The Camberwell Arms, 
Brunswick House in Vauxhall, The Dairy 
in Clapham Old Town, Lowld’s Cafe in 
Camberwell, Elliot’s Cafe in Borough 
Market and Seamus Mullen at Sea 
Containers on the South Bank. 


And to shop for ingredients? 

M: South London food markets like 
Maltby Street - stalls like Brambletye 
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interview

Fruit Farm, with its biodynamic produce, 
make this Borough Market spin-off one 
of my go-to destinations for good quality 
food with a less hectic atmosphere. We 
also love The Ginger Pig and Wild Beef 
Co for meat, and the Riverford online 
farm shop for weekly vegetable boxes. 

You started a ‘spiralling’ movement! 
What are your top 3 foods to spiralize? 

J: We love packing vegetables into 
recipes in clever ways and a spiralized 
vegetable looks beautiful, adds texture 
to your dish and takes seconds to make. 
The courgette is our spiralizer hero - it’s 
mild tasting, the perfect shape and if 
you have any fussy eaters just peel the 
courgette first for a bowl of noodles that 
looks like spaghetti (hence the name 
‘courgetti’). Just stick bolognese on 
it and you’re away! 

Cucumber noodles are 
fresh and juicy and we 
love to spiralize fruits 
like apple and pear. 

A current favourite is 
beetroot for eye-catching 
magenta noodles. 

Your next book, Good & Simple, 
references mindful eating, tell us more... 

J: It can be too easy to inhale your lunch 
at your desk having not even registered 
the experience of eating. Taking the time 
to enjoy each mouthful will do you a 
world of favours. Not only in what you 
choose to eat but also the way you eat 
is crucial to your health - it’s important 
to break down all foods by chewing to 


access their nutrition. 

We like the old adage 
of ‘drink your food and 
chew your drink’. 

Where do you start when 
developing a new recipe? 

M: The initial inspiration comes from a 
whole host of places! A friend, client 
or reader who wants us to reinvent one 
of their favourite dishes or a new 
combination of flavours we may have 
tried on holiday. We also pride ourselves 
in turning their favourite foods into 
better-for-you versions with wholefoods. 

What’s a great leftovers dish? 

J: Our Mini Vegetable Fritattas make use 
of all those veggie odds and ends in the 
fridge, as does our Kelp Pot Noodle - 

just throw everything 
in, add miso, tamari, 
hot water and stir. 
Our Sesame Chicken 
Salad with 
Cucumber Noodles 
was inspired by 
leftovers - all those 
juicy chicken bits 
from a Sunday roast, some greens and 
a cucumber spiralized into noodles, et 
voila! And of course the carcass goes 
straight into a pot to make bone broth 
- our number one frugal food. 

What’s your top mid-afternoon snack? 

M: A green vegetable-based smoothie 
or a cup of hot bone broth or miso with 
a raw egg yolk swirled in also makes

Is there any place for a fad diet, ever? 

M: Not for us! Calorie counting and 
skipping meals while snacking on ‘health 
foods’ make it easy to lose the sense of 
what it takes to eat well. People are 
realising that these quick-fix answers are 
not a sustainable, long-term solution. 
Eating well is a lifestyle choice - it’s 
about small changes that soon become 
second nature. Once you’ve experienced 
the positive effects of good food on body 
and mind, you won’t want to go back. 


Do you still have plans to open a cafe? 

J: We have lots of exciting 
plans for 2016! But in the 
meantime we’re hosting 
supperclubs this summer - 
keep an eye on our website!

T he Grumpy Old Women tour is over. 

Never again will the Grumpy posse drive 
past swaying golden fields of shining 
oilseed rape, peppered with massive 
purple UKIP posters.

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L ooking around Tony Barratt 
and Jan Galloway’s funky flat 
in Hither Green there are faces 
that you immediately recognise. 
Barry White hangs out in the kitchen, 

Kurt Cobain in the study and Leonard

For years Tony worked as a freelance 
music photographer. He travelled the 
world, mainly for NME , and many of his 
favourite portraits from that time adorn 
the walls, adding to the rock ‘n’ roll feel 
of the couple’s stunning home. 

Their beautiful two-floor, three-bed 
property, with its spacious high-ceilinged 
rooms, open fireplaces, stripped-back 
brick walls and bright wallpapers, all 
looked very different when they first 
set eyes on it back in 2004, reveals Jan, 
a magazine art director.

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of Design and Technology at a prep 
school in Kent. 

They started with the sitting room, 
where they stripped and re-plastered the 
walls, laid new floors and added striking 
features like the turquoise and silver 
Osborne & Little wallpaper, from 
Pickwick Papers in Greenwich, and the 
black chandelier from Urban Outfitters. 

The kitsch array of silver ornaments 
on the mantelpiece was something they 
started collecting when their daughters 
Lucca and Rosa were little. 

‘I bought a silver gnome in a sale 
somewhere and the kids loved it, so 
we just started buying more. There’s 
everything from silver dinosaurs to 
flying birds, and friends keep adding 
to the collection,’ says Jan. 

They redecorated the bathroom, 
adding a shower and a roll top bath, and 
created a delightful home office which 
doubles as a guest room and overlooks 
the garden. They’ve re-plastered the old 
shelf-pocked hall walls and painted 



everything white, bar the staircase 
balustrades, which are Plummett grey 
from Farrow & Ball. 

A huge skylight makes it light and 
airy upstairs and they have stripped one 
wall back to the original Kentish brick, 
adding a large mirror from After Noah. 
They’ve created an additional WC, and 
made the most of the original features, 
uncovering a fireplace in 
the master bedroom. 

They saved the best 
till last though. The 
kitchen, which they 
totally refurbished last 
year and describe as 
the ‘heart of the house’, 
is clearly their proudest 
achievement. 

‘When we moved in 
the kitchen looked like 
it belonged in a student 
flat,’ says Jan. 

‘It had a big metal catering sink and 
a catering cooker,’ adds Tony. ‘They left 
the cooker as no one could work out how 
to get it out. Last year, when we finally 
did up the kitchen, we had to get plans 
from America to dismantle it!’ 

Jan, a keen cook who likes to have 
‘everything on hand’, planned the IKEA 
kitchen right down to the last detail. 

‘We waited until we could afford to 
do it properly,’ she explains as she 
highlights the Fisher & Paykel fridge and 
dishwasher, the Rangemaster cooker and 
the Quooker boiling water tap. ‘I have 


always wanted Fisher & Paykel 
appliances as the design is very simple 
but efficient. The Quooker tap has 
revolutionised our lives. It’s so quick for 
cooking vegetables and for hot drinks.’ 

The padded grey linen bench and 
chairs are from MADE and the filament 
lights are Cox and Cox, although not 
everything is new. The large wooden 

kitchen table is one they 
bought from IKEA years 
ago and has been 
recently revarnished. 

It has certainly seen a 
few parties in its time: 
‘You can still see the 
heel marks from when 
Lucca’s friends were 
dancing on the table 
at her 18th birthday 
party!’ says Jan. 

After 10 years, now 
that their home is finally finished, you’d 
be forgiven for thinking that Tony and 
Jan would choose to take things a little 
easier and just enjoy the results of their 
hard work, but the reality is that they 
want to do it all over again. They have 
just put their home on the market and 
are on the lookout for another property 
needing a lot of TLC, although they 
won’t be going far. 

‘We love it here in Hither Green,’ 
says Jan, ‘so fingers crossed we can find 
something in the area.’

It also does a mix 
of home furnishings as well as kitchen and 
bathroom ranges, so you can furnish the whole 
house in a style that complements each other. 

What are people looking for in terms of 
stylish, practical kitchens these days? 

Island units are very popular because they give 
you a lot of workspace. It's about creating a 
bigger work surface area, more storage and 
also a seating area - the kids can come in to 
do their homework and friends come over for 
drinks or dinner and there's plenty of space. 
People want big deep sinks in their island and 
feature lights above them look great. A return 
to the traditional larder seems to be becoming 
popular too. They can be worked into the 
main cabinet space, even in smaller kitchens. 

Tell us about ‘the working triangle’... 

You have to get the trajectory between the 
island, sink and fridge right. You don't want to 
have the oven miles away from the sink when 
you're dealing with hot pans, so your kitchen 
needs to be accessible and easy to move 
about. Lifestyle comes into it too. There's no

point having a big hob on an island if you're 
going to have kids sitting on it. We'll look at 
that when we're planning the layout. 


Would you say you have a particular 
type of client in Blackheath? 

The period housing stock in this area means 
that a lot of people have quite small kitchens, 
so often people are looking to extend with 
side returns or into the garden. We can provide 
as much or as little help as the client needs, 
from the planning and design to just providing 
the kitchen or appliances.

Show off your culinary flair with salt marsh lamb and harissa 
chickpeas, served with artichoke, feta and cumin crumble 


SALT MARSH LAMB, CHICKPEA & HARISSA, 
ARTICHOKE, FETA & CUMIN CRUMBLE 


A lthough cooking in a 
professional kitchen 
has many advantages 
over a domestic 
kitchen, there is no reason why 
you can’t reach the same culinary 
heights at home. The key is to 
prepare well and stay in control, 
so it pays to keep things simple. 

My recipe this month is based 
around salt marsh lamb. These 
lambs graze on pastures of sea- 
washed grass, samphire and sea 
purslane giving them a unique 
flavour. Cook this lamb perfectly 
and you are well on your way to 
a culinary masterpiece. Always 
start with the meat at room 
temperature; it reduces the 
cooking time considerably and 
ensures it cooks more evenly. 

Harissa chickpeas make a 
great garnish, providing real 
depth of flavour to the dish. They 
can be prepared in advance and 
warmed as the meat rests. 
Chickpeas are very easy to cook, 
just simmer until soft (around 
two hours) with aromatics such 
as onion, bay leaf, star anise and 
fennel. To make the harissa, soak 
four smoked dried chilies in 
boiling water. Drain and blitz in a 
food processer with a teaspoon of 
ground coriander, a clove of 
garlic, a splash of sherry vinegar 
and a glug of vegetable oil.

• Preparation time: 40 minutes 

• Cooking time: approx 2 hours 

4 lamb chumps, skin lightly 
scored in a criss-cross 
400g cooked chickpeas 
2 braised globe artichokes, cut 
into wedges 

4 handfuls of summer greens 

1 tin of chopped tomatoes 

2 cloves of garlic, thinly sliced 
2 bay leaves 

2 tbsp harissa paste 
Pinch of saffron 
100ml lamb stock 


4 tbsp feta 
1 tbsp toasted cumin 

1 Heat a splash of olive oil in a pot 
and cook the garlic and bay leaf 
for a minute. Add the harissa and 
saffron. Cook for another minute. 
Add the lamb stock and tinned 
tomatoes. 

2 Cook for 20 minutes, then add 
the chickpeas and set aside. 

3 Crumble the feta and mix in the 
toasted cumin. 

4 Fry the lamb chumps until 
golden brown. Cook in a pre¬ 
heated (180°C) oven until they 


reach 55°C (use a meat 
thermometer to check the 
temperature after 10 minutes). 

5 Remove from the oven, cover 
with foil and rest for 10 minutes. 
The residual heat will complete 
the cooking process, resulting in 
perfectly pink lamb. 

6 While it rests, saute the artichoke 
until golden and cook the greens. 

7 Re-heat the chickpeas. Divide 
onto four deep plates. Add the 
greens, then slice the lamb and 
place on the greens. Add the 
artichoke and sprinkle over the 
feta crumble.

Close encounters with endangered species, rich heritage and exotic 
cuisines - Mauritius offers you a luxury escape you'll neverforget

P etting a giant tortoise is now up 
there with my most wonderful 
experiences of all time. They’re 
so peaceful and prehistoric- 
looking, and they love a stroke under the 
chin. Should you find yourself lucky 
enough to be holidaying on the beautiful 
island of Mauritius, located east of 
Madagascar in the Indian Ocean, 

I suggest you make it a priority to seek 
out these astonishing creatures. 

Our encounter of the tortoise kind 
occurred on the lie Aux Aigrettes, a 


tiny coral island just off the coast of 
Mahebourg in the south east. lie Aux 
Aigrettes is a nature conservation site 
where the Mauritian Wildlife Foundation 
is working to return the flora and fauna 
to that of native Mauritius, before 
explorers introduced rats, pigs and other 
domestic animals which, along with 
hunting, engineered the demise of the 
poor dodo and other endemic species. 
The foundation is working wonders, 
providing a safe environment for 
endangered native species like the Pink 


Pigeon, Telfair Skink and Ornate Day 
Gecko. If you’re lucky, you’ll meet 
Benny Henry here, who used to help out 
on the island after school and is now an 
very passionate part of the team. He’s a 
fount of knowledge, talking us through 
their work to breed fruit bats and 
tortoises, and the clever evolution of the 
plant life. Benny introduced us to MT7, 
his favourite tortoise, and showed us just 
the right spot to give her a tickle so that 
she’d slowly rise up and stretch out. I’ve 
never seen a group of adults in such awe.

We visited lie Aux Aigrettes as part 
of a guided tour with Mautourco 
(mautourco.com), taking in some of the 
south’s tourist hotspots including the 
dramatic, wave-pounded cliffs of Gris- 
Gris, the peaceful lake of Grand B as sin, 
which is a sacred lake for the Hindus 
adorned with colourful religious statues 
(and some incredibly cheeky monkeys), 
the Rhumerie de Chamarel for a spot of 
rum tasting, the impressive Chamarel 
Waterfall and the truly magnificent 
Black River Gorges National Park - a 
vast, lush conservation area that looks 
as if roaring, battling dinosaurs could 
emerge from it at any time. 

When it comes to a place to call 
home, the Heritage brand of resorts 
immerses you in luxury woven around 
Mauritius’ rich, diverse history and 
culture (the island was colonised by the 
Dutch, the French and the British, and 
also has strong African and Indian 
influences).

INDEPENDENT SPIRIT 

Caterham School leads the way when it comes to innovative teaching, 
hut what does it all mean for their pupils 7 learning? 

Words MARK KEBBLE 


L ooking at one of the host of 
articles online by Caterham 
School’s Director of Learning & 
Teaching, Kim Wells, the 
opening of one really catches the eye: 

‘At a highly successful academic school 
in the top 40 for both A-level results and 
for Value-Added, convention dictates 
that it is all about getting outstanding 
exam results. I disagree.’ 

‘Results and independent thinking are 
not mutually exclusive,’ says the man 
himself. ‘Rather than telling the students 
something, there is an element of passing 
on knowledge to them and letting them 
find their own solutions. It’s a case of 
fixed learning versus fluid learning. A 
fluid learner is a pupil who relishes a 
challenge; a fixed learner is wary of a 
challenge as they don’t want to be seen 
to make mistakes.’ 

You will be left in no doubt as to 
which category a Caterham School 
student fits into. It’s a wonderfully 
innovative, inspirational day and 
boarding school for pupils aged three to 
18. Headteacher Julian Thomas has done 


such a sterling job that he is off to 
Wellington College in the new academic 
year, and the evolution of the Director of 
Learning & Teaching role shows how 
forward-thinking he really is. ‘Julian 
gave me a blank sheet of paper, which is 
very empowering,’ 

Kim adds. 

Kim has done quite 
a bit with that blank 
sheet. Take the Study 
Buddy programme by 
way of example, 
where sixth form 
students volunteer to 
be trained in coaching and mentoring 
techniques to work on a weekly basis 
with younger students. ‘The best form of 
learning is to teach,’ Kim explains the 
premise behind the scheme. ‘It deepens 
their understanding of their own 
subjects.’ It’s been such a success that in 
2011 it won the Independent Schools 
Awards Education Initiative of the Year. 

There’s plenty more where that came 
from. The school’s Learning to Learn 
programme begins during the early 


stages of a pupil’s secondary education, 
covering areas such as presentation 
skills, mind maps and learning styles. 
‘Your brain is like a muscle,’ Kim 
explains, ‘it can be trained. Skills are an 
essential part of learning - it’s not just 
about knowledge.’ 
Back in the sixth form 
and Caterham have 
introduced an 
Independent Research 
project. ‘I am big fan 
of A-levels, but 
probably the one thing 
missing from them 
compared to the International 
Baccalaureate is that the latter has the 
Theory of Knowledge paper,’ Kim says. 
‘This is our version of it if you like.’ 

Exam results are indeed flourishing at 
Caterham School, but students take away 
much more than a grade on a piece of 
paper. ‘I believe it’s all part of a long 
journey. We want to inspire a love of 
learning,’ Kim concludes.

With the summer holidays almost here, 
one education expert argues why we 
should let our children enjoy doing nothing

I wonder if, like me, the 

recollection of your childhood 
involves memories of sunny 
summer days, playing outside 
until the grass became damp as the 
sun began to set. Perhaps part of the 
image becomes richer and rosier 
with the distance of the years, but 
without doubt part of it was reality. 

There was time just ‘to be’. 

For all the right reasons, we 
parents today are eager to fill our 
children’s time with worthwhile 
activity. Term time timetables are 
full of extracurricular activity - 
sport, music, dance, art, and the rest. 

Of course all this is important, but so is 
the antithesis of all this business. 

In short, it is important to allow our 
children to simply be bored. 

In this era, it is the brave parent who 
does this with confidence. However, start 
early and you will find that you will be 
nurturing children who, far from getting 
bored will, in the future, have the inner 
resources to never be bored. 

We are all bom with the innate ability 
to be resourceful, creative beings. 
Although early exposure to learning 
skills and becoming accomplished in 
many areas is vital and contributes to 
harnessing this creativity, we all require 
time to develop creativity and the ability 
to be innovative from within. All this is 
particularly tme in an age where children 
seem to have access to entertainment and 
activity, 24 hours a day. 

At a young age, children who are

thrown back on their own resources will 
always find ways to entertain themselves 
and each other. Back in the hazy days of 
my childhood garden, we organised races 
and obstacle courses; discovered worms 
and ladybirds; made daisy chains; 
created plays; and we still had time to lie 
in the grass and look at the clouds, which 
were dogs and candy floss and sheep! 

As young children turn into teenagers, 
it would be unrealistic to suggest that too 
much ‘getting bored’ is healthy or 
worthwhile. The hope is, however, that 
those who have had untimetabled time at

a young age will be familiar with 
using their own initiative and, even, 
common sense. As a parent of one 
post-teenager, one nearly finished 
with being a teenager and one fully 
fledged teenager, I am not unfamiliar 
with the many shades of 
teenagedom. I am an ambassador of 
the teenage years and I have the joy 
of experiencing the wonderful 
resourcefulness of those years: 
planning trips, developing creative 
thoughts and projects and observing 
impromptu, and constantly surprising, 
acts of thought and care for others. 
Although no-one would contribute this 
solely to the times of getting bored in 
childhood, those who have had time to 
consider and simply ‘to be’ rarely lack 
these traits. 

Much of all this flies in the face of 
modem parenting, health and safety and 
our materialistic society. However, time 
to be bored adds to a sense of balance in 
bringing up resourceful, creative children 
- costing nothing, but adding a great 
deal. So, every so often, why not let your 
children lie in the grass and watch a few 
of those clouds go by...

THE NEW 
GREENWICH 

With houses prices in Greenwich rising way above the London average, 
we ask local property consultant JLL whafs nextfor SEio 

Words VICTORIA PURCELL 


T he Royal Borough of Greenwich 
topped a list of places recording 
the largest increase in house prices 
in 2014, according to figures from 
Halifax. The average house price rose 
from £263,183 to £328,044 in the 12 
months to November - a 24.6% rise that is 
almost three times the 8.5% increase 
across the UK. In London, prices went up 
by 13%, or £43,935, to an average of 
£381,483. But what are the reasons for 
this huge leap in pricing? We asked 
property consultants JLL, which has been 
active in the local market for years. 

‘People are migrating over here from 
north and west London because the 
perception is that it’s better value, but 


equally as nice,’ says Graham Lawes, 
Branch Manager at JLL Greenwich. 

‘The transport links into Canary 
Wharf are very appealing because the 
daily commute is a bit of a grind. 

‘It’s also been largely supported by the 
economics of supply and demand,’ says 
Tim Howells, Assistant Sales Manager 
at JLL Blackheath. ‘We continue to see 
short supply and high demand, driven 
by professionals working in the City and 
Canary Wharf with easy access to cheap 
funding. That’s driving the market 
forwards, as well as the desire to move to 
Greenwich, with its open spaces, history, 
character and easy access to work.’ 

‘There’s also an element of catching 


up,’ says Graham. ‘Prices didn’t do a lot 
for about five years, they pretty much 
stayed stable, so I think we were due a 
correction. If you consider that prices on 
average go up 5% a year, then that takes 
you to your 25% over five years. So 
prices in the area were due an increase.’ 

So what was the trigger that made 
house prices suddenly leap? 

‘I think everything realigned,’ says 
Graham. ‘Access to funding came back 
and confidence came back, and that 
brought committed buyers and sellers.’ 

All of this makes for a more active 
rental market too, since rising prices 
often mean that people will hold on to 
their properties and rent them out, 
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property

holding out for a higher selling price. 
There’s also the huge boom in new build 
developments right along the river from 
Deptford to Greenwich Peninsula. 

‘Investment in development is huge 
at the moment,’ says Charlotte Russell, 
lettings consultant at JLL Greenwich, 

‘so we can offer people luxury riverside 
living, which just wasn’t here before, 
that was very much in Canary Wharf.’ 

‘There are a large proportion of 
landlords who prefer the new builds for 
buy-to-let 
opportunities,’ adds 
Graham, ‘as opposed 
to your two-up two- 
down Victorian 
cottage, which was 
previously the area’s 
typical housing stock. I 
don’t think the rental yield works as an 
investment anymore for the value of 
those period properties, if we consider it’s 
£600,000-650,000 now for a two-bed 
cottage, whereas they do on those new 
builds along the river.’ 

With so many impressive new builds, 
what are the key developments that 
buyers should be looking out for? 

‘From a rental point of view, phase 
three of The River Gardens is going to be 
exciting,’ says Charlotte. ‘That’s due for 
completion at the end of 2016 and the 
spec of the units is great. The last phase 
was really popular but this one brings in 
the gym and the swimming pool. Then 
there’s the Peninsula. Peninsula Tower is 
a really luxurious hotel-style 


development - you’ve got access to 
everything in there, all the concierge 
services, the spa, cinema rooms, office 
areas... it’s going to be a first for 
Greenwich because we haven’t really 
seen anything of this super-prime spec 
before.’ Another development there, 
Platinum Riverside, has really good units 
and great views, so the demographic in 
that area is really changing. It’ll become 
much more of a residential community.’ 

Graham, who has worked in estate 

agency in the area for 
21 years (James 
Johnston and King 
Sturge, which then 
went on to merge with 
Jones Lang LaSalle, 
now JLL) and lived in 
the area all his life, has 
certainly seen the area grow and evolve: 
‘Greenwich has changed a lot,’ he says, 
‘driven by a younger set coming into the 
area looking to rent somewhere that’s an 
easy commute to Canary Wharf. They 
often find they love the area and end 
up becoming our buyers. That’s also 
driven a lot of changes on the high street, 
with good restaurants like Jamie Oliver, 
Sticks N Sushi and a few others coming 
into town.’
